NO SMALL CHANGE

SPLENDID DEED TO CREDIT OF
NEW YORK LAWYER.

Man of Eminence at the Bar Devoted
His Time and Money to Defense
of Unfortunate, Friend-
less Woman.

A shrinking woman in the shadow
of the electric chalr, or certainly of a
prison cell, with a little girl clinging
to her, was a spectacle in the New
York criminal court that fixed the at-
tention of the cily and, in a way, of
the nation. It was a character in the
old story of a husband’s infamy and a
wife's sorrow, of a tragedy in which
the woman wag strengthened by des-
death the
brute who assailed her and stood
forth with blood upon her hands, al-
though not in any rcal sense a mur-
derer,

Here was one of the cases that
often are railroaded through the
courts. Only a woman of lowly sta-
tion, without a string of friends or In-
Ruence, without gilt-edged or, indeed,
any other kind of counsel, she seemed
fated to go to death, or at any rate
to immurement in a cell and her child
to be left to the buffeting of hard for-
tune. But in New York, so careless
of the individual in its competition for
life and position; in New York, where
poverty abounds and suffering is reck-
oned in grand totals; in the great
American metropolis was set the ex-
ample of giving the fullest justice to
the poor.

“No pennies, nickels and dimes go
in Alaska,” said John Hoover of Fair
banks. “When 1 first went to that
country 1 saw bartenders look curi-
ougly at a dime that some tenderfoot
had tossed on the bar and then sweep
it of on the floor with their hands.
I wondered at this contempt for real
money and asked some questions
about it, discovering that no one ever
took nickels or dimes and that noth-
ing could be bought in the Klondike
for less than 25 cents.

“Take the ordinary sack of tobacco
for instance, which we get here for a
nickel. There they cannot gell it for &
quarter hardly, so they make it two
for a quarter, but will not sell one for
